LET's MAKE A LIST 


There's a letter from Carl Henson, 
WB4ZNH circulating. Carl, of /5X5 fame 
last year, cites apparent increases in 
poor operating practices, and uses as an 
example the many requests he and his wife 
had from Uganda to check in somebody's 
net or to let someone make a list for 
them. Carl also asks if he is alone in 
being the victim of "selective list tak- 


ing." Not by a long shot, Carl. 


Carl proposes that the ARRL DXCC rule 
12 be modified in some way to include the 
making of lists and the contacting of DX 
stations via nets in with "poor operat- 
ing ethics," which can be used to dis- 
qualify stations from DXCC. 


Actually, the present Rule 12 already 
is written to allow for disqualification 
along most any lines, if the poor operat- 
ing is blatant enough. If enough people 
hear "Net X" assisting in the passing of 
callsigns and reports (for instance) and 
those people complain to the DXCC Desk, 
action could very well be taken. However, 
the mere use of nets and lists is highly 
unlikely to ever result in any disciplin- 
ary action.

EDITORIAL 


We surmised from past experience that 
most TDXB readers are anything but "little 
pistols."

Have you noticed that the majority of 
rare DX mentioned in TDXB these days is 
available only on "lists?" It seems that 
most everyone is talking about what can 
be done to discourage list operations. 


Here's the answer...when you hear a list 
being taken, get on it whether you need the 
contact or not. Then simply do not show 
up when the list is run! If only a few do 
this they will probably be blacklisted, 
but if enough DXers do this maybe we can 
put the listmakers out of business. 


Then maybe the fun, the sport, can be 
put back into DXing. This list problem is 
going to become critical in a few years 
when 10 and 15 Meters die and we are all 
crowded into a hundred KHz of 20 Meters.
